THE  TIIIP.D  REPORT  OF  THE  FIRST  DORCAS  SOCIETY  OF 

ST.  Andrew’s  church. 

The  period  has  arrived  when  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  the  Managers  of  this  Society,  to  pre.sent  its  patrons 
with  a  report  of  their  proceedings  during  the  past 
year.  In  doing  so,  their  design  is,  not  to  give  pub¬ 
licity  to  good  deeds,  but  for  the  purpose  of  informing 
tlie  benevolent  individuals,  who  have  given  so  liberally 
of  their  substance  to  promote  its  operations,  of  the 
manner  in  which  their  contributions  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed,  and  to  elicit  a  continuance  of  their  liberality 
during  the  approaching  inclement  season.  Amongst 
the  numerous  charitable  societies  of  the  day,  this 
infant  Institution  holds  but  an  obscure  place  and  name, 
but  we  trust  it  is  regarded  by  that  omniscient  Being, 
who  will  not  “despise  the  day  of  small  things,”  but 
has  graciously  promised,  “  Whosoever  shall  give  a  cup 
of  cold  water  only  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  shall  in 
no  w'ise  lose  his  reward  ;”  and  its  Managers  feel  en¬ 
couraged  to  persevere  in  their  endeavours  to  ame¬ 
liorate  the  condition  of  their  sulfering  fellow  creatures, 
supported  by  the  belief  that  their  feeble  efforts,  under 
the  superintendence  of  an  overruling  Providence, 
have  been  productive  of  some  good. 

Did  it  not  exceed  the  limits  of  their  present  design, 
your  Managers  could  exhibit  scenes  of  wretchedness, 
with  all  their  sad  variety  of  wo,  sufficiently  to  call 
forth  all  the  sympathi^p  of  which  humanity  is  capable, 
and  it  has  been  their  constant  effort,  while  visiting  the 
humble  dwellings  of  disease  and  poverty,  not  only  to 
administer  relief  to  the  perishing  body,  but  also  to  at¬ 
tend  to  the  concerns  of  their  immortal  souls:  to  point 
them  to  the  Ivimb  of  God,  tell  them  of  His  great  salva¬ 
tion,  and  persuade  them  to  flee  for  refuge  to  the  cross 
of  Christ,  that  every  dark  cloud  of  sorrow  might  be 
irradiated  with  the  sunbeams  of  Christian  hope  and 
joy  ;  and  your  Managers  have  often  been  cheered  to 
see  some,  among  the  poor  of  this  world,  rich  in  faith, 
whose  cheerless  abodes  had  been  visited  by  the  Sun 
of  Righteousness,  and  whose  souls  were  supported  by 
the  consolations  of  his  grace.  Your  Managers  desire 
to  bless  God,  for  the  peace  and  prosperity  with  w'hich 
their  Society  has  been  favoured,  and  the  sncceas  which 
has  crowned  their  efforts.  From  reading  the  report  of 
the  Treasurer,  it  appears,  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  1S31,  there  remained  a  balance  from  the  preced¬ 
ing  year  of  28  dollars  12^  cents — 78  dollars  7  cents 
have  been  received  in  donations,  30  dollars  93  cents 
in  subscriptions,  the  whole  amounting  to  137  dollars 
12^  cents.  "

This  opinion,  which  receives  the  sanction  of  many 
names  equally  celebrated  with  that  of  Milton,  has 
been  carried  into  practice  in  several  parts  of  Europe. 
In  Germany  and  Switzerland,  especially,  music  con¬ 
stitutes  almost  invariably  a  branch  of  the  most  im¬ 
proved  systems  of  education;  and  if  any  wmight  is  to 
be  placed  upon  the  testimony  of  the  writers  of  those 
countries,  and  that  of  disinterested  travellers,  the  good 
effects  which  have  resulted  from  it  have  been  very 
considerable.  The  importance  and  practicabihty  of 
making  music,  in  this  country,  also  a  part  of  ordinary 
education,  have  been  recently  urged  upon  our  citizens 
by  Mr.  Woodbridge,  in  an  address  delivered  before  the 
American  Institution  of  Instruction  at  Boston,  and  re¬ 
peated,  a  short  time  since,  in  Philadelphia 

“  Music,”  remarks  the  lecturer,  “  is  highly  useful 
as  a  means  of  refreshing  the  w’eary  mind,  and  is,  per¬ 
haps,  the  only  employment  which  leaves  the  intellect 
in  complete  repose.  On  this  account  it  is  peculiarly 
important  to  literary  men.  A  distinguished  professor 
of  the  island  of  Sicily,  on  hearing  the  sa^  tale  of  the 
influence  of  study  on  our  literary  men  in  America, 
asked  ‘what  are  their  amusements  1’  As  you  w’ill 
readily  imagine,  I  was  only  able  to  answer— JVo/ie. 
He  expressed  his  astonishment,  and  added,  ‘  No  won¬ 
der  they  are  sick,  and  die  of  study.’  He  informed  me 
that  he  spent  a  stated  portion  of  the  day  in  recreations, 
of  which  instrumental  and  vocal  music  were  an  essen¬ 
tial  part,  and  thought  he  could  not  live  without  the  re¬ 
lief  which  they  gave  his  mind. 

“Vocal  music  is  also  very  useful,  by  its  direct  ef¬ 
fect  upon  the  constitution.  It  was  the  opinion  of  Dr. 
Rush,  that  young  ladies  especially,  who  by  the  custom 
of  society  are  debarred  from  many  kinds  of  salubrious 
exercises,  should  cultivate  singing,  not  only  as  an  ac¬ 
complishment,  but  a  means  of  preserving  health.  He 
particularly  insists  that  it  should  never  be  neglected  in 
the  education  of  females ;  and  states,  that  besides  its 
salutary  operation  in  enabling  them  to  soothe  the  cares 
of  domestic  life,  and  quiet  sorrow  by  the  united  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  sound  and  sentiment  of  a  properly  chosen 
song,  it  has  a  still  more  direct  and  important  effect  ‘  I 
here  introduce  a  fact,’  he  remarks,  ‘  which  has  been 
suggested  to  me  by  my  profession,  and  that  is,  that  the 
exercise  of  the  organs  of  the  breast  by  singing,  contri¬ 
butes  very  much  to  defend  them  from  those  diseases  to 
which  the  climate  and  other  causes  expose  them.” 

MAXIMS. 

The  following  document,  remarkable  for  its  single 
mindedness  ana  simplicity,  is  from  the  Diary  of  Dr. 
Doddridge,  lately  publish^. 

“  An  account  of  several  of  those  maxims  upon  w'hich 
I  propose  to  proceed  in  future  life,  under  the  following 
various  characters 

1.  As  to  the  conduct  of  every  day. — To  breathe  out 
my  heart  to  God  before  I  rise ;  to  pray  while  dressing  ; 
to  make  prayer  the  first  work,  if  possible,  before  I  read 
one  word  ;  to  make  the  Scriptures  the  first  book  ;  to  do 
something  every  morning  at  monthly  lectures  before 
breakfast;  to  begin  every  lecture  in  time,  with  the 
watch  before  me,  and  not  to  run  on  so  fast  as  to  pre¬ 
clude  those  of  the  junior  class;  to  get  out  soon  in  af¬ 
ternoons;  to  beat  home  at  evening  prayer ;  to  exjiound 
when  I  can  ;  not  exceed  a  limited  time  at  a  place;  to  be 
animated  in  conversation,  providing  useful  materials 
for  that  purpose  ;  to  take  notice  of  children  ;  to  keep  a 
register  of  my  visits;  to  relate  religious  remarks  then 
made  to  the  elders ;  to  write  before  supper ;  to  prepare 
social  entertainment,  and  demand  it ;  to  sup  mode¬ 
rately  ;  to  go  to  bed  before  eleven  when  I  can ;  if  the 
prayer  be  slightly  passed  over  in  the  morning,  to  in¬ 
troduce  it  again  in  the  evening;  never  to  acquiesce 
merely  in  praying  with  my  wife,  without  some  fervent, 
though  short  petitions,  alone ;  to  get  a  little  time  for 
meditation  on  Friday  evenings. 

2.  As  a  husband. — To  be  more  careful  to  keep  up 
the  spirit  of  religion,  in  conversing  with  my  wife ;  to 
avoid  pettishness ;  to  make  great  allowances  for  the 
tenderness  of  her  constitution ;  to  reflect  often  on  her 
distinguished  wisdom  and  goodness;  blessing  God  for 
her;  recommending  her  to  the  Divine  blessing,  and 
begging  the  continuance  of  her  life,  as  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  blessings  that  life  can  afford,  and  that  on  which, 
under  God,  most  of  my  own  depend. 

3.  As  a  parent. — To  intercede  for  my  children  daily ; 
to  converse  more  or  less  about  religion  with  each, 
weekly  ;  to  pray  with  them  once  a  fortnight,  and  en¬ 
deavour  to  dispose  them  for  communion ;  to  endeavour 
to  oblige  them  ;  to  drop  short  hints,  when  there  is  not

It  is  better  than 
stubborn  heresy.  A  speculative  Trinitarian  is  pre¬ 
ferable  to  a  speculative  Socinian ;  but  the  first  of  these 
has  a  long,  long  journey  to  travel,  before  he  will  set 
his  foot  on  the  narrow  way  leading  to  eternal  life. 
And  suppose  that  he  adds,  to  -what  he  calls  catholic 
views  of  the  Trinity,  a  similar  estimate  of  the  doctrines 
of  atonement  and  sacrifice.  What  is  the  value  of  this 
addition !  In  both  instances  there  is  correctness  of 
opinion  without  influential  faith.  Each  sentiment  is 
held  without  humiliation — with  the  renunciation  of 
no  sin,  with  aspiration  after  no  holiness.  We  do  not 
allow  these  anomalies  in  the  common  intercourse  of 
life.

It  is  about  two  months  only  since  the  first  public 
meeting  of  the  British  and  Foreig^  Temperance  Socie¬ 
ty  was  held  in  Exeter  Hall,  and  many  persons  have 
become  converts,  who,  but  a  few  weeks  ago,  treated 
the  subject  with  laughter,  as  unworthy  of  more  serious 
derision.  Men  generally  are  ignorant  of  the  nature 
of  Temperance  Societies,  and  of  the  power  of  that 
mighty  iiloral  engine  which  they  exhibit  to  our  view. 
Since  the  public  meeting  at  Exeter  Hall,  more  than 
twenty  public  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  eastern 
part  of  London ;  i.  e.  nine  in  Spital fields  and  Bethnal- 
green,  five  in  Shadwell,  three  in  the  Commercial-road, 
three  in  Bermondsey,  one  at  Walworth,  one  at  Stoke 
Newington  ;  and  besides  these,  there  have  been  a  few 
meetings  in  other  places ;  and  more  interesting  meet¬ 
ings  I  never  w  itnessed.  They  have  generally  been 
well  attended,  and  seem  to  have  produced  a  great  im¬ 
pression. — Correspondent  of  the  World.

VOCAL  MUSIC.

^nist  plies  his  grave  and  fancied  descant  in  lofty 
fuges,  or  the  whole  symphony,  with  artful  and  unima¬ 
ginable  touches,  adorn  and  grace  the  well  studied 
chords  of  a  choice  composer — sometimes  the  lute  or 
soft  organ-Btop  waiting  on  elegant  voices,  either  to 
religious,  moral,  or  civil  ditties — which,  if  wise  men 
find  prophets  be  not  extremely  out,  have  a  great  power 
over  dispositions  and  manners,  and  soothe  and  make 


2.  In  this  incessant  activity  of  mind  or  body,  I  have 
found  a  constant  source  of  enjoyment  The  languor  of 
ennui  and  the  conjurations  of  an  idle  brain  have  alike 
fled  from  my  path.  And  if,  as  Bunyan  says,  “  an  Idle 
man’s  brain  is  the  devil’s  workshop,”  then  I  think  I 
have  had  less  to  do  with  him,  and  he  with  me,  tlian  if  I 
had  pursued  a  different  course.

nefit  to  any  man.

BARBADOES. 

The  most  liberal  and  generous  provision  has  been 
made  by  the  government  and  inhabitants  of  neighbour¬ 
ing  islands,  for  the  wants  of  the  sufferers  of  Barbadoes. 
The  colonial  legislatures  have  voted  large  appropria¬ 
tions  for  their  relief,  sermons  have  been  preached  in 
all  the  Churches  and  chapels,  and  provisions  have  been 
largely  contributed;  and  “the  slaves  belonging  to 
several  plantations,  in  the  island  of  Antigua,  cheer¬ 
fully  offered  to  contribute  ‘  a  little  from  their  little,’ 
in  aid  of  their  fellow  creatures’  wants.” 

On  occasion  of  the  preaching  of  a  sermon  in  St. 
John’s  Church,  Antigua,  from  the  very  appropriate  text, 
Luke  xiii.  1 — 5,  ‘one  hundred  pounds  in  gold  and 
silver,’  was  contributed. — “  The  private  sub^riptions 
in  Antigua  alone,  on  the  6th  Sept.,  had  reached 
JC1,545,  island  currency,  besides  some  donations  of  pro¬ 
visions,  hard  wood,  &c.,  from  several  gentlemen, 
clergy,  and  laity.” 

We  were  not  a  little  interested  in  observing  the 
statement,  that  a  “  Soup-Dispensary,”  erected  by  a 
Ladies’  Association,  before  the  hurricane,  had  with¬ 
stood  its  fury,  or  rather  been  preserved  amid  the  ge¬ 
neral  ruin,  and  that  the  bulletins  of  the  Committee  of 
Relief  are  dated  from  this  house  of  charity. 

The  asylum  for  the  aged  and  infirm,  which  was 
shattered  by  the  hurricane,  has  been  refitted,  and 
affords  a  shelter  to  thirty-three  destitute  and  infirm 
females. 

The  following  editorial  paragraph  from  the  Barba¬ 
dian  of  the  17th  ult,  we  indulge  ourselves  in  insert¬ 
ing,  as  it  conveys  so  impressively  the  feelings  of  our 
afflicted  fellow-christians  and  fellow-churchmen  of 
Barbadoes :  and  will  not  its  perusal  excite  a  generous 
zeal  in  behalf  of  those  whom,  at  Fayetteville,  a  visita¬ 
tion  of  the  same  Providence  has  left  without  an  altar ! 

“  We  are  highly  gratified  to  find  that  St  Mary’s 
Chapel  is  in  a  forward  state  of  repair.  By  to-morrow 
week  we  hope  the  congregation  will  again  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  assemble  in  the  sacred  edifice,  to  pour  out  their 


ral  missions  among  them,  in  connection  with  a  state¬ 
ment  ofthe  proceedings  of  the  United  States  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  of  the  state  of  Georgia,  affecting  the  rights 
ofthe  Indians,  and  finally  interrupting  the  missions 
and  arresting  and  imprisoning  some  ofthe  missionaries.

Geneva. — The  Company  of  Pastors  has  published 
the  discussion  between  themselves  and  M.  Gaussen.
